Please note; watchers are encouraged to bring food for personal consumption (that does not require
refrigeration) for the duration of the storm.

GRMC does not provide maternal child health services; therefore, all individuals requiring such services should
proceed to GMH. However, all emergencies will be properly assessed, triaged, and treated accordingly.
